BRIEF OUTLINE OF BLAINE’S EULOGY,

ing is a brief outline of Blaine’s eulo- 
gy. After an eloquent reference to the 
tragical end of Garfield he traced at 
length his history, showing his descent 
from Puritan and Hugenot stock, the 
struggles of his early life and the suc- 
cess of his more mature years. He re- 
viewed his career as a teacher, a mili- 
tary officer and a legislator. In de- 
picting his career as a Congressman 
the speaker gave him a commanding 
position as a debater and a man of in- 
tellectual power, while denying him 
the abilities of a great parliamentary 
leader. The whole tenor of his char- 
acter was opposed to the subordination 
of every 4 to party p * 
ses characteristic of a party leade e 
had left, however, a greater and more 
enduring monument. 


HIs SPEECHES 


On the reconstruction question, con- 
stitutional. amendments, finance, and 
all the great questions of his day’ con- 
stitute a vast magazine of fact and ar- 
gument, of clear analysis and sound 
conclusion. At the beginning of his 
Presidential life 1t was not agreeable 
to him. He said: “I have been 
dealing with ideas all my life; now I 
am dealing with persons. I have here- 
tofore been giving my attention to the 
fundamental principles of government. 
Now I am rendering ull day whether 
A or B shall be appointed to office.” 
Nevertheless he devoted himself assid- 
uously to the duties of his office and 
showed unexpected administrative 
ability. He was honestly
